For  the  past  year,  the  Data-processing  Department  of  the  Printing  House  has  been  doing 
research,  through  a  grant  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  into  the  possibilities  of 
embossing  Braille  music  selections  by  means  of  a  computer-assisted  process.
